That I may not be cenlur'd trifling and imper- 
tinent, for recommending to you this Text

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of our late Commentators, Munſter, Vatablus, 
Piſcator, and others, adhering to the ſenſe of 
the Tergum and Fewiſh Rabbis, underſtand 
this Bow literally tar that Military Weapon, 
in the Ule whereof, the Philiſtins were, it 
ſcers, well expert; wherefore David com- 
mands his Prete&ts or Captains of his Army, 
to Exerciſe herewith the Children of Judah,

- This Bow is written 
ia the Book of Faſber, a Book, which probably 
comprehended- ſome {ſolemn metrical memo- 
rials of the Actions of Juſt and upright Men, 
as the word imports. It is now loſt, nor have 
we. any remains, not the leaſt Accourit of it, 
but in the Tenth of Foſbuah, and in this place, 
that this Threne or Lamentation was laid up and 
Recorded init. 

Before we procced to unravel it, and view 
it well, rengring it applicable to our preſent 
Solemnity, I ſhall preface theſe two Obſer- 
vations ducible from tt, and the Context.

our David whom we lament with it. Had 
T but the Eloquence of eicher, I ſhould be 
able to manage the moſt dance uncon- | 
cerned Perſon, and even in this ſerſe, from 
the Fall of the Mighty, from the Bloud of 
the Slain, this Bow of Jonathan ſhould not 


return empty. You have the whole of it 


in the Verſes following my Text, and im- 
belliſht with theſe three AﬀeCtions or Paſſions, 
.of Grict, Shame, and Deteſtation, and with 
theſe three ſhall we exerciſe this Bow, and 
withal your Patience at this time. 

His Grief appears in the . Front, but flows 
down through every Part or Verſe of the

When Joſh 
was unluckily flain at Megiddo, not only Je- 
remiah, ' but all the ſinging men and women 
were obliged to aggravate, and even to. con- 
tiaue to Poſterity their reſentments of his 
death. 'Tis true, preſently after they were 
forced away as Caprtives into Babylon, by the 
waters whereof they fate down and wept, 
when they remembred Zzon : but when they 
returned they took down their Harps from the 
willows 4 and' yet their Sorrow for the good 
Foſiah was reiterated, nay, to ſuch an heipht 
advanced, that when the Propher would ex- 
preſs ſome great mourning, he reſembles it to 
that of Hadadrimmon m the Valley of Megiddo. 
But we need not ramble from the Text, F am 
ſure, not from the Day, to demonſtrate this. 
He who hments. not upon the Thoughts of 
this Days. Tragedy, muft be a Stock or a 


'Traytor : Tt will be hard here to reſtrain our 


griets from overflowing and betraying us to 
undecencies.

Saul ; we may more reaſonably urgeit, Weep 
over Charles, who cloathed us with Scarlet and 
other delights, continued Peace and Plenty, 
Wealth and Propriety, Honour and Security 
to.the Nation, every man ſafely .and quietly 
fitting under his own Vine, and Fig-Tree. 
He was good in both reipects, his Political as 
well as Perſonal one. He wasa King, a Word 
quod cum in quodam audimus, we hear it 
with a kind of fmart, it ſtrikes Terror into us; 
and no muſhroom King, ſprung up in a Night, 
but the Son of Nobles, the blond. of many 
Royal Veins run in his ; One ownd as ſuch 
even by them that Crucitied him, . in their 
Inſeription of Regum Ultinus ; a Good, a 
Pious King, too good for a People fo un- 

prateful 3; Let the proydeſt of his ſurvivia 
Enemies {ay it, if they can, Was he a Pharaoh 
to us, and changed a Kingdom of Free-men 
into an Hoyſe of Bondage ? did he ever enflave 
us in our Perſens, Labour:, Poſfeſſions, and 
| Underſtandings ? did he ever invade your 
| Righrs, and abridge you the Liberty-of Sub- 
jects ? when did he . without any- Tryal of 
Law, make his Pleaſure paſs for Right? can 
you ſay, you had then ſuch Times as Tacitns

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deſcribes, when - no- man durſt be Virtuous, 
leſt he ſhould. vpbraid- his Prince / Or were 
his SubjeQs like Naboth, Ston'd | for their 

Vineyard ! No, no, he aGted like a Steward 
for his People, rather than a Lord -over them, 
char we might well. call ,him the Tutelar 
Angel of his Three- Kingdoms, whom. when 

God call:d to himſelf, he quickly ſent. a: de- 
ſtroying Angel among us ! You may read 
him proteſting in. his Royal Portraiture, 
hn * That he was ever morxe. Afraid to cake 
* away any Man's Life unjuſtly, than to 
« loſe his own. Some. of the Rebels, when 
they firſt Remonſtrated againſt him, could 
- not but Acknowledge, © That he had paſſed

a King, whole . virtuous endowments were 
unparallel'd, and raiſed hin higher above the 
People than. his Throne., He was Sober, Juſt, 
Temperate, Prudent, Gentle, Mercifu], Cha- 
ritable- ; his Patience was- 1nvincible; no Aft- 
fronts could. conquer, no - Injuries overcome 
him : His Charity in forgiving his Enemies 
was admirable ; © Ic is all ( fanh he) that E 
« have now left me, (viz.) a Power to forgive 
« them who have depriv'd me of all, and I 
« thank God,; | have an heart to do it, and 
« joy. as much. in_ this Grace which God hath 
« owen me, thanin all my former enjoyments, 
« as being a. greater Argument of God's Love 
& to mc, than any. Profpecity poſlibly can be ; 
You may zcad it 1n. that exquifit and 1ncom- 
parable {iece,, 'his Eihon Baſilike , a Book 
which at once evidences his Parts. and Piety, 
his Reatori and Religion, to be above any: 
but his -cxv,r. cxpretlion ; a Book which 1a 
confounded his Adverſaries, that. 'when- they 
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could fieither contradict nor confuts it, 

they were fain to deny it- to. be his. His 
Piety and Religious Obſervance of the Duties 
of it was very conſpicuous and exemplary ; 
no Occaſion did ever interfere with his De- 
votion, nor Buſineſs of State outdate his At- 
tendance on the Offices of the Church ; (6 
Virtuous and free from Vice, that even Ma- 
lice it ſelf could faſten nothing on him ; 
theſe ungratetul Iflands, yea the World was 
not worthy of him : and therefore by a new 
kind of Oftraciſm, worſe than thar of Athens, 
he muſt be Baniſh'd from it, becauſe he was 
roo good and excellent. Grime tell us of a 
ſtrange Cuſtom among a People of Scythia, 
who would offer that man in Sacrifice ta 
the Gods, whom they knew moſt eminent 
for Holineſs of Life. Thus Rood the Cale 
between the King and his Rebels : whatever 
they could offer to palliate {o horrid a wicked- 
nels; their Conſcience told them, There 
was no fault in him, as Plate ſaid of our 
Saviour : of whoſe Life and Death he was 
the moſt exa&t Picture, and pointed out fo 


by the caſual Leffon read the very Morning 
-of his bs -Sulberings.

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And now, Behold the Man, look upon him 
as a King, and look upon him as a Man ; he 
was a mirror of both, the beſt of Kings, and 
the beſt of Men :* The more [ praiſe him, 
the more miſerable you will think your ſclves 
n the lo of him, and lament as David did 
over Jonathan, we are diſtreſſed for Thee, 
moſt Dear Sovereign, thy Love to us was 
wonderful, paſſing the Love of Women, let 
us recover our ſelves a little, if we can ; . but 
yet proceed to complain wich that Holy 
Man, How, © How are the Mighty fallen ! 
Had he fallen like one of the Princes, (4.e. ) 
dyed the common death of Men, or, Had he 
fallen like Saul and Jonathan, by the Philiſtiz 
Bow-Men, we might eaſe our felves a little 
of this burthenons Grief : but he fell as the 
vileſt of Malefaftors, Ted as a Sheep to the- 
Slaughter, as a Sacrifice led 19 proceffion 
through pretended Courts, throngh infinite 
Indignities, to a folemn and ceremonious- 
Death. 

His Betrayers and Martherers were not 

n Enemies, for then we could have born 
it; but his Treacherous Friends, who had pub-- 
lickly — and declared for his _—_ 
and. 
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and Honour ;. even by them was he moſt 
Barbarouſly Butcher'd before that part of his 
Palace, where he was wont to appear in 
State, and give Audience. to Ambaſſadors ; 
and 41n order hereto, . they ere& themſelves 
into an” High Court -of Juſtice, a Court, 
which was no ways High, but in Guilt and 
Impudence ; nor had any thing to do with 
Juſtice, but as they were fit to be the Ob- 
jects of it; no ways capable of the 'Title of 
it, but by an Antiphralis; becauſe it was fo 
eminently unjuſt, as well in its 1:lcgal Con- 
ſticution, as 1n their diretul proceedings againſt 
their Lawful Sovereign.

It is 1n Tome fort, 
an Emblem of this days villany, but only this was 
more foul, more horrid ; there *rwas but a Brother, 
here *cis a Farther, (and which renders it more 
highly criminal) the Father of our Count try, the 
head of our body, the light of our eyes, the breath 
of our Noftrils, whom che bloody CARACALL Xs 
of our Age, raviſh'd out of the Arms of his be.
